This  play,  THE  MIRACLE  WORKER,  is 
based  on  the  life  of  Helen  Keller  who 
became  blind,  deaf,  and  mute  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  scarlet  fever  when  she  was  two 
years  old.  This  play  is  an  illuminating 
portrait  of  her  triumph  over  her  dis¬ 
abilities  which  has  made  her  life  an  in¬ 
spiration  to  the  entire  world  for  three- 
quarters  of  a  century.  This  play  portrays 
Helen  as  a  women  who,  from  her  child¬ 
hood,  has  seen  the  world  only  through 
the  eyes  of  others.  Her  soul  is  opened 
and  expanded  as  she  is  released  from 
her  prison  of  physical  handicap  and  her 
tantrums  are  tamed  by  her  teacher,  An¬ 
nie  Sullivan. 

Annie  Sullivan,  the  daughter  of  Irish 
immigrants,  was  poor,  ill,  and  nearly 
blind  herself.
